Students referred through Michigan Rehabilitation Services or Michigan Commission for
the Blind, the cost of tuition, room and board in the dormitory is free.

MCT]I has four major enrollments for each of the training programs: September, November,
February, and May. Career Assessment Services (CAS) enrolls monthly from September to July.
If a prospective student meets the entrance criteria of the training program he or she has
selected, the Admissions staff will place their name on the waiting list for that program and send
them a projected enrolliment letter. Student’s names are placed on the waiting list in the order of
application completion.

e Disability must be stabilized
TB skin test, with results sent to the school
Hepatitis B Series for Custodial students only
General medical, with report sent to the school
Complete and current eye exam (within six months of enrollment)
All immunizations need to be up to date
